At the sume London Athletic Club meeting 
Alvin ©. Kraenzlein made a Welcome re- 
appearance. for since his return from England 
last year it had been- reportul that this 
extraordinary young man hed forsaken athletics 
for the more serious duties of life, This was 
evidently a Yankee yurn. -The Pennsylvanian 
won 2 120 yards hurdle handicap over ten 
flights in the remarkable time of 153.5 weck., 
despite the wind which was vony largely agninst 
him. Last pear at ‘the championship he 
accomplished 35 2-5 secs., hut as he had astrony 
breeze behind him - this was not passed as a 
record ‘by the Amatenr Athletic Asxociation. 
Therefore his: feat of Inst Saturday should go 
on the books as a British record, The meiit 
of this:gan soon, be made apparent, for.17_ secs. 
is the standurd timo in o championship: race. 
‘The first man to run the distances and jump the 
hurdles in 16 secs. atthe championship meeting 
was Charles F. Daft, a nephew of the great 
cricketer, and now-a-days a well-known com- 
mercial traveller for: one of the very largest 
houses in the lace trade. I well remember 
the “echimpionship meeting in 1895, when 
Godfrey Shaw, of the London Athletic Club, 
did 154-5 secs. It was a very alil] hot July 
day, and when the spectators saw the new. time 
‘Written up on the board by old Nat Perry how. 
they did cheer! We had-all begun tq look 
upon 16 secs, for this kind, of race as the limit 
of human’ powers in our climate, but’ twice 
now has Kraonzlein shown us -that. this 
is not the case, Ashe was timed on Saturday 
by Dr. Turner, of the N.C.U., and by S. K.
